Meeting dcimiis recrui

An open meeting of the Students' Society 
yesterday voted 334>20B to rescind a Students' 
Council motion supporting non-dl$crim!notory 
on-campu> recruiting, and to ban manufacture 
ers of war materials from using McGIII facll- 
itiei "to in any way conduct their business". 

Tlie motion passed was that reprinted on the 
front paRC of yesterday's Dally. It stated the 
"United States is committing: a crime ngninst 
humanity" in "woging an Illegal war in Viet 
Nam", and noted that the Nuremburg Trials es. 
tablished that "the Individual can be held respon- 
sible for the crimes of his Bovcrnmcnt". 

It termed the SC resolution to sanction on- 
campus recruiting by war material producinj; 
companies "moral and material support to the 
murder of Victnumcsc people". 

Tlie meeting was colléd by Students' Society 
Président Peter Smith after 300 Hludenta had 
aigncd a petition cailinK for the rescinding of the 
eouni-ii motion. It was the first open niectiuR tills 
year to have a quorum. 

That motion was reuclndcil and the A<ln){nis- 
tratlon was called upon to "ban any compuniua 
cngngcd in (i\c niniiufacture of wiir nintcrlals" 
used by the US in Vict Nam "fron> using any 



of tliu facilities of McGill University to in any 
way conduit thnir business". 

The referendum to be held March 8 will poll 
students on both issues. A Ycs No ballot will he 
provided in each case. 

However, some members of Students' Council 
feel the date selected is a bad one and are moving 
to have it held in conjunction with the Students' 
Society elections. 

President Smith refused their demands for an 
emergency Council meeting to consider the date, 
but moved next Wednesday's regular meeting up 
to Mondny night instead. 

Jloving the motion to re8cin<I, Darry Crago, 
Acting Chairman of the Association at McUill to 
End the War in Viet Nam, said the "first moat 
important rationale for the motion is the indivi- 
dual's rc»i)nnsibilily to try to stop the illegal war 
in Viet Nam". 

George lljidwanski, BA 1, then spoke against 
the motion to amend It to bring llio nuilter to a 
r.cfcrcndum. After arguments and counlurargti- 
mcnts which .saw his amendment jiass, he recon- 
sidered and defeated, and the original motion pass, 
Kadwanski's amendment was finally passed us a 
scjiaratc motion.

Robertson was unavailable for 
comment but Meyer said last 



night : '*Dr. Robertson didn't refer 

the mal lor lo the comniillcc, he 
miTcly drew tho attention of the 
committee lo the arllclc. I had 
.seen tiic article anyway — Dr. 
Itobcrtfion's action wasn't really 
necessary."

The Code of Student Disclpli- 
naiy Procedures does not mention 
charges anywhere, but allows 
Disciplinary officers to refer 
complaints to the Committee on 
Student Discipline. Robertson is 
senior Disciplinary Officer. 

Section 4 (1) says a discipli- 
nary officer may hold a "sum- 
mary hearing" or "if the discipll- 
nary.officer is.of the opinion that 



also involved in the incident. 

In a letter to Weryho, Dr. 
Robertson stated, "I have 
been informed by tho Uni- 
versity Solicitors thof your 
conduct in taking part in the 
demonstration in my office 
on November 9, 1967, con- 
stitutes a breach of your con- 
tract with the University and 
justifies your immediate dis- 
missal". 

However, tho letter slated 
that Weryho would be treat- 
ed in the some manner as 
the students. 

"Therefore you are to con- 
sider yourself on probation; 



this means that cause for any 
dissatisfaction on llic part of 
the University in your con- 
duct or in charge of your du- 
ties will entail your imme- 
diate dismissal," the letter 
concluded. 

Weryho said yesterday his 
lawyer was writing to the 
Principal to ask for a clarifi- 
cation of this sentence. 

He said, "I'd like lo know 
if they can fire me If they 
don't like my moustache". 

Although, in the case of 
the students, the probation 
period is to be until .the end 
of the next academic year, 
there was no such specifica- 
tion in the letter lo Weryho.

The Idtest episode in what history may 
welLrecord as "Robertson's folly" appears 
inei^M^tudicrous at first, but upon careful 
analysis becomes downright absurd. For our 
part, we spent the better part of .^yesterday 
afternoon on the hot line to the information 
officials checking out what we thought could 
only be a well-executed hoax perpetrated 
by some inventive student.

The Senate Committee on Student Dis> 
cipline will not be able to ignore the Prin- 
cipal's latest literary effort as a new element 
in the Fekete trial. It could attempt to write 
off Robertson's letter as a simple friendly 
Tjerninder,.byl^^^ if the Principal has the 
"ieccentric^ihablt of drafting formal notes to 



his wife saying "i hereby coll to your atten- 
tion the burnt toast of 15 February 1968..." 
And to say it will not consider this piece of 
information would be a direct slap in Rob- 
ertson's face. 

Which means the Committee must 
decide if l'affaire -Boll Weevils No. 2 is to be 
handled as a new charge or as evidence 
relating to the old one. In either case it can 
not consider the columnist alone. Although 
the editors of this journal have not received 
carbons of the Robertson-Meyer memo (as 
did Fekete), we are commensurately culp- 
able and would have to be involved !f new 
charges are laid. And if last week's column 
is introduced as Exhibit X in the Fekete 
fiasco, the Allnutt-Fournier file must be re- 
opened. If the column is retroactively ap- 
plicable to Fekete's cose, it is equally so to 
the one recently concluded.

Barry Fish, in a letter to lite 
D(i//i/, February 14. 1968, tells 
us that the Discipline Comniil- 
tee do(!S not fulfill a Judicial 
function.

The mere fact of Robertson's latest move 
makes one wonder. Could he actually be 
offended by an informed revelation of the 
behind-the-scenes operations of the smut 
press ? Was the head of Canada's most 
cosmopolitan university taken aback by the 
use of words like "rape" and "toilet" ? Or 
was it the image of Vanessa Redgrave's 
breasts that sent him scurrying to the dic- 
taphone ?

Seven McGill students were among 93 Canadiens 
awarded scholarships by the Woodrow Wilson National 
Fellowship Foundation.

(Mathematics), David Klein (History), Manuel Prutschi (Latin 
American Historj'), Norman Segalowilz (Experimental Psycho- 
logy). 

Honourable Mention went to Frank Baylin for Physics. 

These students are called designates, meaning they will 
carry the foundation's highest recommendations for first vear 
graduate study awards available in Canadian and United 
Stales graduate schools. 

The foundation awarded 1,031 scholarships to students 
In the United Stales. In Canada, the University of Toronto 
headed the list with 24 Wilson fellows. The University of 
Manitoba was second with nine. 

Other universities and the number of WILson fellows 
are: British Columbia, Carlcton, seven each; McMasler, six; 
Simon Fraser, five; Alberta, Queen's, Saskatchewan, and West- 
ern Ontario, four; Victoria and Windsor, two; and Calgary 
Lavnl.

New department 
to study studying 

Principal H. Rocke Robert- 
son announced Monday the 
creation of a department of 
Higher Education to "concern 
itself entirely with studying 
problems relevant to the im- 
provement of teaching and 
learning". ' 

The department's rcsponsibili- 
lies, as outlined l)y the Princi- 
pal include undertaking basic 
consideration of the nature of 
higher education and its role in 
society, and assembling and as- 
sessing new theories, techniques 
and procedures. 

The early stages of tlic new 
department's development took, 
place as a result of discus.sions 
between representatives of the 
student body and the Education- 
al Procedures Committee of the 
university. 

"One might refer to this new 
department as a mechanism 
which will facilitate change ''in 
higher education along construct- 
ive lines, and provision will be 
made for continuing student- 
faculty collaboration in these 
problems," Dr. Robertson said.

The Canadian Indian is the victim of severe racial dis* 
crimination according to panelists at the Seminar on Indian Af* 
fairs sponsored by Hille! lost night. 
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"In what kind of society docs 
one race constitute 00% of the 
female prison population?" asked 
Jerry GambiU of the Company of 
Young Canadians. 

Chief Andrew Dclisic of Caugh- 
nawaga expanded the theme: 
"Over 50% of prisoners in Cana- 
da are Indian." 

Gambill, forced lo rcsii4n from 
the Federal Community Develop- 
ment Service, added : "After a

Jim McLaughlin, another form- 
er member of the Community 
Development Service, pointed 



out that the problem lay in a 
"lack of communication and 
disregard of ethical commit- 
ment on the part of the federal 
agency involved". 

"How come," he asked, "a per- 
son like Arthur Laing is allowed 
to be minister for commiinity de- 
velopment?" I^lng had given him 
a commilmoiit for relative free- 
dom of action and then demanded 
exhaustive reports. 

Complete change, in .the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs is a 
necessity according lo Delislc. 
"A lot of people will liavc to he 
weeded out of that department," 
he said. 

A major guiding spirit in the 
recent formation of Ihc Indians 
or Qtiehec A.ssncialion, Dclisle is 
disgruntled with avenues of 
redress open to the Indian. "We 
have definite territorial claims 
in the province. People still 
write to The Hague and the 
Queen petitioning for Justice,
